Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants Representative discussed his interpretations of the 
Volftsun reference in relation to the claims. Examiner provided his interpretation with respect to network 140, that an ip 
datagram packet is sent between devices 154 and 160, and clearly must include an address of its destination, and if 
this ip datagram packet is clearly part of a current call, there must be a way for either end to correspond the packet with 
the specific call, therefore such a packet must be based on circuit switched channel identifying parameters that identify 
the call, or else such communication over the network 140 would be pointless if a relation cannot be determined. 
Applicant suggested possible amendments to clarify the actual functionality of the claims (i.e. showning actual 
transmission). Examiner noted that such amendments would clarify the claimed invention, as well as suggested 
including language that clarifies what is actually being sent in the ip datagram.
